1 The present.application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independent claim 1. is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.

Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A key arrangement (fig.1 1 , ref.940) for a portable electronic device (fig.1 1) 
comprising a substantially planar body (fig.1 1 ) for lying over a circuit board that 
carries electronic components and an input key (fig.1 1 ,' ref.940) wherein said input 
key is attachable to said body and is operable for relative movement along 
confronting surfaces of said body and said input key (paragraphs [23] and [24], 
fig.5a and 5b). 

The subject-matter of independent claim 1 is not new (Article 33(2) PCT). Moreover, 
documents D2-D3 also disclose all the features of this claim, see the corresponding 
passages cited in the search report. 

2. The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of independent 
claim 17, referring to a radiotelephone including said key arrangement, and to the 
subject-matter of more general claim 18, which therefore are also considered not new. 

3. Dependent claims 2-16 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect 
of novelty and/or inventive step, see documents D1 -D3 and the corresponding passages 
cited in the search report. 
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4 The subject-matter of claims 1 -18 relates to a key arrangement for a portable electronic 
device comprising an input key attachable to the body of the device and has an industrial 
application.
